Mrs. Krenek had a bullet wound 


in the back of her head and Hunt- 
ington was shot through the right 
temple. Th* .45 automatic pistol 
with which the shooting was den* 
was identified by army offiocrs 
a* the property of Huntington. 


Krenek and his wife arrived 


here from Youngetown Oetober i 
and have resided at the hotel 
where the slaying occurred since 
that time.

This is the only civilized 
nation m the world where life is held *o lightly that a 
weapon" whose chief and only purpose is for killing hu- 
man beings, can be purchased and sold indiscriminately. 
The levolver deaTers, local and national who do not 
sense the situation, should be hooted down in-..the gen- 
eral public demand for common sense provit.'on* thaf 
will help protect their lives and the livj* of their dear 
ones from the recKless us'e of blue steel man-killers.
